other vital games in Round 27 of 
the NSL, with Sydney Olympic 
hosting leaders South Melbourne 
and Wollongong travelling to 
rock-bottom Eastern Pride. 

Then there are other matches 
where the results are absolutely 
meaningless except to the few 
hundred loyal fans that turn up 
week-in, week-out to cheer on 
their team. 

lt happens every season and 
it's usually the same clubs 
involved year after year. With all 
due respects to the likes of Eastern 
Pride and Canberra Cosmos, ’ 
what do they really have to play for after the first few 
rounds of each campaign when it becomes obvious 
they're not going to feature in the play-offs? 

Some sort of second division with promotion and 
relegation would at least lead to these meaningless 
fixtures late in the season taking on some relevance. 
That's not to say every game would have huge stakes 
riding on it, but a good proportion of them could take on 
far greater significance. Nearly everywhere else in the 
world has a promotion and relegation system of some 
sort and how often do you see it — matches between 
relegation contenders turn out to be absolute thrillers. 
Sure, the quality of soccer on display may not be top 
class, but for pure, edge of the seat entertainment and 
tension, they're often hard to beat, purely because of 
what's at stake. And it’s this sort of nail-biting action that 
might attract fans to the game, or at least keep existing 
supporters of those clubs coming through the turnstiles 
and feeling their players are actually playing for 
something, instead of almost going through the motions, 
which is virtually what's happening at the moment. 

Teams fighting to retain their place in the league also 
have an obvious incentive to lift against the top sides 
and you'll often see a battler have a big say in where the 
championship goes in other countries by producing an 
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upset or two near the end of a 
long, hard campaign. That's not 
to say Eastern Pride won't have 
caused Wollongong problems 
today,- but 
imagine the increase in their 
intensity if they knew they had to 


earlier, can you 


get some sort of result to avoid 
being relegated. As it is, they 
probably won't be in the NSL next 
season anyway, but it’s amazing 
what desperation and_ fighting 
qualities come out when survival 
is at stake. 

Of course, there will be plenty 
of mid-table clashes that are still 
meaningless and there will still be 
potential "six-pointers" that turn 
out to be dull fizzers, but at least 
there’s the potential for more interest and perhaps bigger 
crowds as a result. 

But there are a couple of questions you'd have to ask 
about setting up a second division here in Australia. 
Firstly, are there enough quality players and coaches to 
field 12 or 14 teams in a "first division", let alone a 
second one? Also, the travelling costs of taking a squad 
of 15 players, coaches and support staff away every 
second week would obviously double and Soccer 
Australia aren’t exactly having to stay up late at night to 
count all their money at the moment, so they would be in 
dire straits if attendances didn’t rise substantially. 

It could be argued that crowds for second division 
matches might be small, particularly for the less 
successful clubs, but then how many sides in the lower 
reaches of the NSL are regularly pulling much more than 
2,000-2,5002 

It would also give new, and potentially more viable 
clubs with bigger support bases a greater and fairer 
opportunity to work their way into the country’s top 
league if they were good enough and well-enough 
managed. They wouldn't simply be handed a walk-up 
position without having to "earn their stripes" and at 
least go some way towards showing they could survive 
off the pitch, as well as on it.

conjures up memories of Scott Miller's 
astonishing last-minute winner when the Victorian 
side took on Perth Glory for the first time in the NSL 
in December, 1996. 

Miller's long-range dipper, which just squeezed 
under the crossbar after flying over the head of keeper 
Joe Didulica, gave the Glory a 3-2 win in front of what 
was then a ground record crowd of 14,759. 

The goal was replayed on TV for weeks, with 
Miller running around the pitch doing the 
impression of a plane with arms outstretched. 

It capped a remarkable game, with two male 
streakers halting proceedings in the second half and 
Glory wing-back Dale Wingell being sent off after 78 
minutes. Goals from Paul McVittie and Vas 
Kalogeracos had put the Glory two up before a double 
strike from Adrian Cervinski levelled for the visitors. 
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The Knights managed what was for them sweet 
revenge at home when they came from a goal 
behind to beat the Glory 3-1° in the final regular 
season fixture to pip the Perth side for the last spot 
in the top six play-offs. 

The intensity of «the ‘rivalry hasn't 
diminished...and tonight's contest is not expected 
to be any different as both battle to consolidate 
their positions in the top six. 

There has never been much between the 
sides...except on one occasion last season when 
the Glory recovered from an indifferent start to its 
home campaign by thumping the Knights 6-1 in 
November, 1999. 

Miller again scored the last goal, although this 
time it didn't have the same dramatic impact with 
the Glory being well in command after two goals 
each from Alistair Edwards and Ivan Ergic and 
one from Con Boutsianis. 

The prolific Adrian Cervinski was again the 
Knights scorer. 

This season's clash at the Knights formidable 
fortress at Somer Street resulted in a 1-1 draw with 
the Glory jumping to the lead after 12 minutes 
when Ljubo Milicevic made a dart from the back to 
thump the ball home. Toto Da Costa equalised five 
minutes later. 

Da Costa has made a big name for himself this 
season with 11 goals and he will doubtless keep 
the Glory's defence on its toes again tonight. He 
scored in the Knights 1-1 draw with Adelaide City 
Force last weekend, a result that enabled the 
Melbourne side to tighten its hold on fifth spot on 
the ladder. 

The Glory, after the bitter disappointment of 
losing away to Newcastle United, bounced back 
last Saturday with a gutsy 2-0 win over Marconi 
in Sydney with goals from Alistair Edwards and 
Gary Faria.

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CLUB HISTORY A 

he Knights' roots can be traced back to 1953, when a club simply called Croatia entered the Viclorian 

provisional league. After a series of mergers and takeovers, the club had developed into Essendon Croatia by 
1975. Competing competently in the Victorian State League, they finished either first or second each year from 1978 
to 1984. Eddie Krncevic, Australia's first overseas success story of the modern era, came through the Essendon ranks 
Renamed Melbourne Croatia, their NSL career commenced stunningly in 1984 as the club made it to the preliminary 
final of the southern conference at their first attempt. Grand final losses in 1991 (to South Melbourne) and in 1992 


and 1994 (both to Adelaide City) were heartbreaking after dominant displays in each of these matches, In 
1994/95, the Knights gained revenge by defeating Adelaide City 2-0 in the most one-sided of national league grand 
finals ever played. Despite losing many players, the club won the league again in 1995/96. Even more players 
disappeared after the 1996 grand final, but the club never knows how to say die and have doggedly continued to 
compete strongly in the NSL. With Carlton's withdrawal mid-season, they picked up the vastly experienced and 
talented trio of Andrew Marth, Lubo Lapsansky and Steve Horvat and look strong bets to make the play-offs at least,

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RAISING FUNDS FOR A GOOD CAUSE 


With the finals getting ever closer, the Glory's performances on the 
park are taking on greater importance, but there is an event more 
important taking place off the pitch this evening. It is Charity Day at 
Perth Oval and Perth Glory, together with its fantastic fans, are out to 
raise much-needed funds for its two nominated charities this season, 
The Speech and Hearing Centre and The Association for Services to 
Torture and Trauma Survivors (ASeTTS). : 


ASeITS is a community based, nonprofit organisation that was 


established in 1993 to provide a range of services to help people 
who've experienced torture and trauma prior to their arrival in Australia. 
The associations work with about 400 refugees each year, representing 
over 30 countries and victims are offered individual counselling as well 
as therapeutic and recreational group work, holiday programs and 
retreats. They also provide education, training and support for 
professionals and ASeTTS spokesperson, Norma Josephs said they 
were extremely grateful for what Perth Glory had done. 

A lot of these people come from countries where soccer is the 
number one sport, so having the opportunity to watch Perth Glory 
and kick a ball around again themselves is just another small step 
towards rebuilding their lives. 

The other beneficiary of today’s coin appeal, The Speech and 
Hearing Centre, was formed 34 years ago to help the educational 
and family needs of children with either permanent or temporary 
hearing loss. Since 1999 they have also offered medical and 
surgical support to children with middle-ear problems, many of who 
suffer speech and language delays as a result. The organisation 
publishes their own quarterly newsletter, Earsay, but Christine 
Brancato said they were forced to fundraise $250,000 a year just to 
keep their early intervention programmes running for children up to 
the age of four. Unfortunately, these programmes receive next to 
nothing in the way of support from either the state or federal 
government, so Ms Brancato said they were delighted to be 
associated with Perth Glory and were very thankful to the club and 
its supporters for their generosity this season. 

"The Glory is the best thing that's ever happened to the Speech 
and Hearing Centre as far as we're concerned," Ms Brancato said. 

She said every day she had requests from the teachers for new 
equipment and all money raised would directly benefit programmes 
for the hearing impaired. 
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"At the top of the list is a digital camera for the teachers of the 
deaf," she said. "That way we'll be able to do a lot of our 
publications in house and save a lot of money." 

Throughout the season, the Glory has been supporting both these 
organisations with proceeds from various club functions assisting 
their fundraising and members of both associations have been to and 
thoroughly enjoyed Perth Glory matches, but today is your chance to 
directly assist so please give generously. For more information on 
either of our charities, please see their displays set up next to the 
Match Day Office behind the main grandstand.

€ Energie Cottbus may not be as well know to 

Western Australians as Bayern Munich or 

Kaiserslautern but Glory fans may be keeping a close 
eye on the Bundesliga oulfit’s results next season. 

Keeper Jason Petkovic, who good judges rate as 
being worth a good dozen points with his top class 
performances this season, has attracted the interest of 
the German side. 

Cottbus might be struggling to retain its Bundesliga 
status, going down 1-0 last weekend to bottom side VFL 
Bochum, but someone has a good eye for quality 
keepers. 

Whether it's penalty stops in crucial matches or 
point blank saves at vital times in games, Petkovic has 
brought stability to the goalkeeping position, which is 
the envy of many NSL clubs. 

While the big shotstopper is very happy at the 
Glory, the lure of a move to one of Europe’s glamour 
leagues is of course a tempting prospect and the 
contact from Cottbus came as a pleasant surprise. 

"The club received an invitation for me to go to 
Germany for medical tests and so forth. We had the 
bye and the club allowed me to go. It was quite a 
good experience. 

"Cottbus saw me in a couple of games and they 
wanted to see a little bit more of me, see how | mixed 
with the players and so forth." 

Now all Petkovic can do is wait and see what 
happens. 

"It's up fo the clubs now, whether they want to go 
through with the situation or not." 

Petkovic though is not about to be distracted from 
the business in hand and he also laughs off talk about 
his great contribution to the team’s fortunes. 

"| think if you tend fo think that way, you get a bit 
selfish and you stop thinking about the team. | am just 
happy that | can do my part for the team in such 
important situations."

While Glory fans would be sorry fo see the 28-year 
old go, and even if the Cottbus deal falls through, the 
Bundesliga official site reports interest from Borussia 
Monchengladbach and Dinamo Zagreb, they woulel 
not begrudge the big keeper his dream move. 

What they and Petkovic hope is that if he doos 
depart, he has a championship medal to take with 
him. And of course Jason agrees: "Definitely, 
especially the first one for the club."

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listair Edwards is Perth Glory's Mr Nice Guy...affable, 

approachable and usually always ready with a very 
willing smile. But even he gets a bit tetchy when he hears 
remarks that he must be getting towards the end of his career 
because he's the wrong side of 30. 

"Once you're past 30 some people seem to regard you as 
a freak of nature if you are still playing sport at an elite level," 
says Edwards, who will be 33 on June 21. 

He points to Teddy Sheringham, Stuart Pearce and Richard 
Gough as examples of good players who may not be getting 
any younger, but certainly aren't getting any less able in the 
pursuit of their soccer careers. 

"Why are we obsessed with age in sport in Australia, and 
particularly Western Australia," queried Edwards, 

"It's been said to me I'm not getting any younger. It's a 
ridiculous attitude. 

"I'm not carrying any excess weight. | keep myself in good 
trim. | train as hard as anyone in our squad and | don't feel 
any different from what | did 10 years ago. 

"Teddy Sheringham is 35 and he's been offered another 
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contract with the biggest club in the world (Manchester United). 
Richard Gough is 39 and still playing in the English premier 
league (with Everton) and Stuart Pearce is still producing the 
goods for West Ham and he's almost 39 as well. So, | can't 
understand why age is such an issue." 

Edwards, like Sheringham, is like a good wine...getting 
better with age. He's managed to overcome a horror start to 
the NSL season when he jarred his left knee in the opening 
game away against Wollongong Wolves. It sidelined him for 
nine weeks. 

"| had been very pleased with my pre-season but the injury 
put me back fo square one," he said. "The first half of the season 
was really a write-off for me, because it took me so long to get 
my sharpness back. | did the pre-season grind and then | had to 
do it all over again. And the Glory not having a youth team 
didn't help matters. | had no outlet to get my match fitness back. 
Brad Maloney's just had the same problem." 

Edwards made his comeback in the home game against 
Marconi Stallions on December 23, replacing Peter Buljan 
early in the second half and being unlucky not to score, having 
a shot cleared off the line in a frantic finish as the Stallions held 
on for a surprise 1-0 win. 

lt was another couple of months before the versatile Edwards 
did succeed in getting that elusive first goal of the season. It 
came against his old club, Sydney Olympic, in a 3-3 thriller in 
Sydney. Since then, he's been invaluable to the Glory, slotting in 
on the left side of midfield or at left wing-back, as was the case 
against Marconi last Saturday. 

Coach Bernd Stange praised Edwards to the hilt for his 
committed contribution, which he adorned with the team's first 
goal in the 2-0 win...a goal that Edwards can't stop talking about. 

"| thought it was pretty special...and | kept reminding the 
lads about it on our way back from Sydney on the plane," he 
laughed. "It was one of my better goals. Marconi tried to clear 
the ball, but | managed to head it to Bobby (Despotovski), who 
flicked it over his head and | ran onto it and hit it with the 
outside of my left foot from about the penalty spot. It was a 
great feeling." 

Edwards thought it was a determined effort by the team as 
a whole. 
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"When we are undermanned, as we were in this game, | 
feel it brings out the best in us with a lot of character being 
showed," he said. "When our backs are against the wall we 
seem to be able to come to the party." 

Stange has recommended that Edwards, who has been 
with the club for just over two years, be given a new contract. 
But the club has yet fo act on the advice, leaving Edwards 
somewhat frustrated. 

"IF anything, it's de-motivating," he said. "You ask yourself 
why? Maybe it's working against me being a local and having 
a family here, they maybe know that I'm unlikely to take off 
somewhere else. 

"| know that Parramatta and Brisbane both wanted me 
earlier this season, but the club said no. That's fine, but |'m 
disappointed that the question of my contract hasn't been 
resolved." 

Edwards feels the Glory should be starting to build a culture 
and a tradition and encouraging players like himself, keeper 
Tony Franken and captain Gareth Naven to stay involved 
when their playing days are getting shorter. Coaching and 
marketing roles should certainly be the next big step when the 
talented trio hang up their boots. 

Edwards has already branched out in another 
direction...becoming, as he says himself, "a suit". He was 
recently elected as a Councillor with the Cockburn City Council. 

He has already been given special roles on the Council that 
suit his background. He is involved with the Youth Advisory 
Council and the Cockburn Recreation Committee. 

"The players take the mickey out of me when | put on my 
suit after training to head for Council meetings...but | don't 
mind," he laughed. 

Edwards recently rubbed shoulders at a Council function 
with the State's new Premier, Geoff Gallop, a well-known 
Glory fan who sometimes frequents The Shed area. 

"He was asking me what's going on with soccer after some 
recent bad publicity," said Edwards. "He's concerned, for he's 
a huge fan and he's keen for soccer to do well."

Despotovski saw Perth Glory comfortably account for 
Northern Spirit and keep the pressure on the league 
leaders for an all-important top-two finish. Bernd Stange's 
team brushed aside the pre-match drama that saw 
Socceroos midfielder Kasey Wehrman sensationally left out 
of the Glory line-up for disciplinary reasons, to extend their 
unbeaten run to an impressive 11 games. But if the Spirit 
had been able to convert some of their dominance at the 
start of the second half into something on the scoreboard, 
it might have been a much different story. It was the visitors 
who took an early lead when Jason Petkovic came 
charging to the edge of his area to clear but only 
succeeded in clumsily sending Daniel Watkins crashing to 
the turf, leaving referee Eddie Lennie no option but to 
award a penalty, which Ben Burgess tucked into the bottom 
corner.

The battle to save the financially stricken Eastern Pride from being 
wound up and placed in the hands of receivers is to be fought, not on 
the soccer field, but in Victoria's highest court The Australian 
newspaper last Monday learned the La Trobe Shire, centred in the 
provincial city of Morwell, north-east of Melbourne, has issued writs in 
the Supreme Court against the Pride for the recovery of a $320,000 
debt loaned to the NSL club more than two years ago. On top of being 
in debt to the local government authority, the club also owes $70,000 
in unpaid wages to coach Jeff Hopkins and a 15-man senior squad. 
The Pride have also not met Soccer Australia's demand of $50,000 
affiliation fees for the current season which ends on April 29. The 
council, as first mortgagee over the Gippsland Falcons Social Club and 
owners of the NSL license, took the unprecedented legal action to 
recover the debt after club administrators missed the key interest 
payment deadline earlier this season. The Pride's bid to get themselves 
out of the red by selling their social club to a Queensland-based 
hospitality company has stalled. A special committee comprising 
soccer club operations director John Buhagiar, soccer club CEO, Peter 
Quirk, and club director, Fred Di Sippio, has spent the last 72 hours in 
talks with a financial broker in a lastditch bid to save the club. "It was 
only when the council stepped in and threatened us with legal action 
that saw us get into financial trouble," Buhagiar said. "It's been a hard 
battle by the three-man sub-committee to come up with the refinancing 
package." The Pride and the Canberra Cosmos were both told last 
week that they had failed to meet the conditions of entry for next 
season's new-look NSL which will see the competition reduced from 15 
to 12 teams.

GILLET FAILS ANOTHER DOPE TEST 

Bari's Belgian goalkeeper, Jean-francois Gillet, has 
yielded another positive dope test after a second sample 
also showed the presence of banned substances, the anti- 
doping section of the Italian Olympic Committee confirmed 
midweek.The second sample, like the first, confirmed the 
presence of norandrosterone and noretiocolanolone after 
the match on January 21 between Bari and Reggina (2-1 
to Bari). A fortnight ago, Gillet himself confirmed he was 
the unnamed Bari player who had failed a dope test, 
saying at the time: "lam a serious man and | have nothing 
to hide. | have never taken anything and what's more | 
have no idea what nandrolone is." 


NEW WEMBLEY COULD BE SPURS HOME 

Wembley. chief executive Bob Stubbs says that the new 
national stadium might be sold to a Premiership club. The 
news could alert North London clubs Tottenham Hotspurs 
and Arsenal who are both seriously considering leaving 


their current grounds. "We might not have any choice,” he 
said. "Wembley could take a percentage of ticket sales. 
The club would need to spend £30million (AU$87m)} to 
upgrade the infrastructure." However, Stubbs has admitted 
that local residents may object to a Premiership club using 
the stadium, as it would*mean far more games being 
played. Meanwhile, Spurs defender Sol Campbell has 
admitted that the injury he sustained against Arsenal in last 
weekend's FA Cup semifinal may need an operation and 
could see him out of action for much longer than 
anticipated. Campbell limped out of the FA Cup semi-final 
defeat after injuring his right ankle after tangling with 
Arsenal's Ray Parlour. 


RONALDO ON THE MEND 

Brazil coach Emerson Leao would welcome a 70 per cent 
sharp Ronaldo back into the national fold. "It will be 
difficult for him to return as he was before but all we can 
do is wish him good luck and, for the good of football, it 
would be great if he could return even at 70 per cent of 
his former level,” Leao said." Ronaldo is still feeling his 
way back from a knee injury sustained just seven minutes 
into his comeback match for Inter Milan against Lazio in 
April 2000. But the player's health problems really began 
with his still unexplained collapse in the team hotel on the 
day of the 1998 World Cup Final in Paris, Although he 
recently played a charity match in Rio de Janeiro's 
Maracana stadium, Ronaldo is not expected to return until 
next season. Brazilian football is in a slump after a 1-0 
defeat by Ecuador in Quito left the fourtimes World Cup 
winners with work to do fo ensure qualification for the 
2002 World Cup in Japan and South Korea. 


CHESTERFIELD INQUIRY INTENSIFIES 

The controversy surrounding Chesterfield Football Club 
took another turn for the worse when Andrew Marples, 
an independent financial adviser hired by the club, was 
arrested at his home in Chesterfield last Monday. 
Computer disks and documents relating to his dealings 
with the club were seized by Derbyshire Police. Marples 
was released later in the day pending further inquiries by 
fraud squad officers. The incident is an ominous prelude 
to the Football League hearing that begins at 
Hillsborough today, at which Chesterfield is facing about 
70 charges relating to alleged financial irregularities at 
the club this season. The most damaging of the 
allegations is that a false contract was drawn up to 


obtain Luke Beckett for a reduced figure of £150,000

from Chester City. More than 20 witnesses, including 
four players, will give evidence during the next three 
days. Former chairman, Darren Brown, who resigned 
last month, has denied the allegations which could see 
him banned from the game. Although Chesterfield have 
led the Nationwide League third division for most of the 
season and are on the brink of clinching promotion, they 
can expect a substantial points deduction if found guilty. 
They could also be demoted from the league. 


LINEKER WANTS ENGLISH COACH 

Former England striker and now a TV and newspaper identity 
Gary Lineker claims the ideal international setup would not 
see a foreign coach at the helm. Sven Goran Eriksson's new- 
look England have won three out of three under the guidance 
of the experienced Swede and hauled a faltering qualifying 


campaign for the 2002 World Cup back on track. However, © 


Lineker - who scored 48 goals for his country - feels the 
Football Association would have been better looking closer to 
home for the new national team coach. Lineker said: "In an 
ideal world you want an Englishman managing the English 
team. But with the exception of Terry Venables, who was 
never going to get the job, there were no obvious candidates 
- so it makes sense to go with someone like Eriksson." The 
BBC's football anchorman also revealed that the former Lazio 
boss' famously cool persona could be frustrating at times. 
Lineker added: "I've interviewed him and you've got more 
chance of getting blood out of a stone than getting anything 
out of him." The top scorer at the 1986 World Cup in Mexico 
also had praise for England's current captain David 
Beckham, who has grown in stature under Eriksson's reign 
and netted the winner against Finland at Anfield last month. 
"He's actually a pretty good example to youngsters," said 
Lineker. "He doesn't drink, doesn't go around hitting people, 
he says the right things, he seems to be very happily married 
and a good father - he's a pretty good role model. 


IVIC TAKES OVER AT MARSEILLE 

New sports director Bernard Tapie has sacked Marseille 
coach Javier Clemente and brought in Croatian Tomislay lvic. 
The irrepressibly popular Tapie received a messiahvlike 
reception when he arrived at the club to officially take charge 
of sporting matters at Olympic Marseille. New appointment, 
Ivic, led the club between July and October 1991 and is 
known for his defensive tactics. His immediate role is to keep 
the club, who are five points clear of the relegation zone with 
four games fo go, in the top flight. Clemente took over from 
Brazilian Carlos Abel Braga in late November of last year 


but won only four of his 13 matches in charge. On top of 
firing his coach, Tapie also warned the players that if they 
were relegated, not no-one of the 40.man squad would be 
leaving the club, saying: "IF we go down, wa'll keep 
everyone here."

The injured pair 
were out at Banksia Hill Detention Centre, 
along with one of the club's volunteers, 
Claudio lozzelli, taking part in a five-aside 
training programme. In total, over 30 youths 
took part and they were divided into three 
groups, with Dion going through some 
shooting exercises, PJ teaching them some ball 
tricks and Claudio focussing on passing and 
dribbling. 

"It was really well taken by the lads," Claudio 
said. "Their skill level was quite surprising, it 
was very high and some of the ballwork was 
brilliant to watch." 

Each group spent 15 minutes on the different 
skills of the game, before they were split into 
two smallsided games. At the end of the 
session, there was a sausage sizzle and both 
players stayed back to sign posters and other 
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Glory merchandise. In fact, PJ and Dion stayed 
well beyond their expected time and Claudio 
said both should be commended for thelr 
professionalism, a sentiment echoed by the 
centre's officials. 

"They had the highest praise for us," Claudio 
said, "and | think it was definitely a big step 
forward for soccer in WA."

Timing a recent trip to London to coincide with the Glory’s away games, | recently watched Crystal Palace 
v Fulham (March 17) - Stamford Bridge being sold out. At Selhurst Park the stands are so close to the pitch 
that the players seemed physically bigger and more robust. The pace of the game was faster than we see 
in NSL matches, though the ball control was much poorer, even allowing for a wet, heavy pitch. To me it 
seemed that Perth Glory could cope with Crystal Palace, currently languishing near the bottom of their 
league, but might struggle against the all-round strength of Fulham, charging towards next season's Premier 
League.
